cripple Russia more than herself, The onus 
of decluration of war is one which Russia 
haa evidently beon anxious for Japan to 
bear, but we caunot think that any of the 
Powers can bo so blind ag not to see through 
the manouvre. Tt is a layed-out trick, 
this forcing one's opponent to make the 
first overt step, but the experience of past 
history cannot have been altogether Icst on 
the Governments of Europe. Nothing can 
take from Russia thé moral responsibility 
of a: war, if war there must be. 

It would be useless again to discuss at 
length what binges upon the outbreak of 
war between Jupau and Russia. ‘The course 
of events immediately expected is Japanese 
naval action of a vigorous character, the 
rewult. of which should bo to’ ‘drive’ the 
Russian fleet in the Far, East back on its 
two bases of Port Arthur und Vladivostock. 
‘The initial moves should suffice to prove the 
actual utility in action of the Russian ships 


apd-suilors,_hitherto an’ unknown quantity.

Government and H.E. the Commodore ‘had 
reocived telegrams announcing such a de- 
claration—~a state of war exists, For this 
wo were preparod by Revren’s firat tele- 
. gram of the 29th ultimo. Therein, though 
only on the authority ofthe Daily Graphic, 
S. Petersburg reports as to an approaching 
settloment wore contradicted, and it was 
positively stated that the . substance of 
’ Russia’s reply to Japan had been com- 
munjcated to Tokyo and by the Japanese 
Government conveyed to the friendly Powers 
on the 28th, According to the Daily Graphic, 
the reply was courteously worded (what elec 
Was expected ¢), but “ absolutely refused to 
re-insert the word ‘China’ previously struck 
out of the clause in the draft treaty - by 
which Russia and Japan agree to respect 
the integrity of China and Corea.” ‘The 
withdrawal from 8. “Petersburg of the 
Jnpariese Minister was consequently ox- 
pected, together with a notification from 
Japan that sbe hus no alternative. but to 
take up arms in defence of her interests. 
S, Potersburg has since announced that the. 
reply to Japan will not be transmitted until 
this week “owing to the great care neces- 
_ Sary, for its complation.’”’ This does not, of 
course, upset the Daily Graphic story, in 
which there seems nothing inherently im- 
probable. Ifthe ‘Russian reply is indeed 
such.ag sketched by the London journal, it 
is a direct invitation to Japan to declare 
war, and Japan can, only answer either 
by declaring or by taking ,such action 
that hostilities are unavoidable. We should 


todemonstrate the strategical meauing of the, 


‘Trans-Siberian und Manchurian rathways. 
From this urises the question of China's 
atiitude, which must be wa cnormous factor 
in tho situation. China has determined to 
be neutral, and Japaa hus done more than 
express her satisfaction at the resolve. But 
over # month ago Dr. Mornton at Peking 
warned the paper, which he 69 ably repre- 
sents that Russia was secretly trylug to 
influence China to side’ with Japan, so a4 to 
afford the Russian troops an excuse for 
marching on Peking. Dr. Monrison is 
firmly convinced that, if war breaks out, 
Russia does not mean that the struggle 
shall be confined to her and Japan; China 
may not willingly take up arms, but Russia

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JAPAN’S MILITARY RESOURCES. 


In view of the expectation of immediate war 
it may be of interest to supplemoutsome genoral 
romarks on the Japancse Army, which we have 
quoted recently from various sources, by some 
detailed figures. The presont constitution of 
the Japanese Army dates from 2873, nud tho 
Military Forces consist of—(1) the permanent 
or Regular Army, with its Resstves and Re- 
cruiting Reserves; (2) the Territorial Army, 
(3) the Natioual Militia ; vad (4) the Militia of 
the Islands of Hokkaido, Teushime, Goto, the 
Lin-Kin, &0. Militory sorvice is obligatory in 
the enge of every able-bodied mals from the ago 
cf-seventoen to forty years of age. Of this 
period, threo yoars aro pasied ia the permanent’ 
or Regular Army, four years and four months 
in the Regular xesurces, five years in the Tor- 
riforial Artay, and the remaining liability in 
the National Militis. The permanent Army, 
with its Resorves, conducts operations abroad, 
and the Territorial Army and_tho Militia are 
for home defence. The up-to-date strength of 
‘the permanent Army,ona war footing, which 
does not include the Roserves, is as follows :—

The Reserves comprise 52 battalions of 
Infantry, 17 squadrons, 26 Engineer and 
Transport Companies, and 19 batteries with 114 
gons, yielding a total of 1,000. officers, 34,600 
rank and file, and 9,000 horsee, Therefore, on 
mobilisation, the grand effeotive strength of the 
Army available for service beyond the scas 
would amount to 7,490 officers, 224,990 rank and 
file, 798 gune, and 69,152 horses. Behind this, 
there is the Territorial: Army, comprising 386 
Infantry battalions, 99 squadrons, 26 Engineor 
and Transport Companies, ‘and about 70 
batteries, or 21,735 officers, 348,100 men, 1,116 
gnns, and 86,460 horses. 

Phe permanent Army is divided into twelve 
Divisiuns and o Division of Guards—13 in all. 
The Guards Division conrists of four regiments 
or twelve battalions of Infantry, two regiments 
or six squadrons of Cavalry, three regiments or 
18 battories of Artillery, and o battalion of 
railway onginoors. Tho Infantry and Engi- 
neers of the Regular Army have been recently 
rearmed with the -Meidji- magaziny rifle, of 
whose ballistic morits Continental experts speak 
highly. The following particulars show that 
the Japanese small arm is asuperior weapon 
to the Russian, which dstes from 1891 :—

The Cavalry is the least efficient ‘arm. The 
Japanese are net good horsemen, ‘nd their 
horses aro badly trained ; and it is-saill that in 
the field the Cavalry display no initiative: 
There can be no doubt that the proportion ‘of 
Cavalry is too small, the roason for’ this, and 
probably, other faults, being both the paucity 
of horses in the country and the inferior size 
aad stamina of the animals, It is o fact that 
tho quality of the horses leaves much to be 
desired, which ciroumstance greatly detracts 
-from—the~ mobility of ‘the Artillery, whose 
materiel and training are both very good. Tho 
Japanoso Medical Servico is oxcoptioually well 
organised and equipped, aud supplied abundant 
proofa of its preparedness and officienoy in the 
war with China and the Allied Expedition 
against the Boxers. Each Division has one 
hundred surgeons attached, a large staff of 
trained nurses of both sexes sro forthcoming, 
and specially-built hospital ships aro. held. in 
readiness. ‘

The Fortress and Siege Artillery have the latest 
models of Krupp-and Schueider-Canet in siege 
guns, guns of position, and mortars, The 
reso. ve Field Artillery are armed with 9 2.95 
rifled cannon of bronze on the old Italian model. 
The Japonesv have no Horse Artillery, and the 
only difference between the fild aud m.untain 
equipments is that the latter is the shorter and 
lighter gun, and has not as long arauge.
